Like many an- 
other lad, John Kelly was leav- 
ing for America, and there 
were dreams in his eyes. 

In the course of two genera- 
tions, John Kelly’s ten children 
and their children made those 
Irish dreams come true. This 
month Ireland got its first look 
at the most famous of all John 
Kelly's descendants — a grand- 
daughter, Her Serene Highness 
Princess Grace. of Monaco, re- 
turning to Ireland with her 
Prince and throwing the 50,000 
Kellys into an uproar. 

Outnumbered only by the 
Murphys, but now twice as 
noisy, the Kellys fumed over 
a strike by theater employees, 
which would prevent ex-actress 
Grace from seeing Dublin’s plush 
Theater Royal, There was con- 
cern too over how President 
Eamon De Valera and other dig- 
nitaries might comport them- 
selves in welcoming a royal 
chief of state for the first time 
since the Irish republic was esta- 
blished. 

Down in the late John Kelly’s 
native County Mayo, in prepar- 
ation for an informal visit by 
Princess Grace, her husband 
Prince Rainier, and their two 
children, Albert and Caroline, 
the cottages were getting fresh 
coats of whitewash. The Kelly 
clan prepared a welcome in the 
presbytery of the Westport Ca- 
tholic Church, but this brought 
up the problem of who would 
shake the royal hand and mono- 
polize the royal ear. “Tf she 
shakes hands with every Kelly 
around here,” one villager ob- 
served, “she won't get away for 
two years.” 

The key to these problems was 
held by one of the Princess’ se- 
cond cousins, who possesses the 
only extant record of the Kelly 
family tree. According to her,

They Play Baseball 
Strictly To Win 


Among American League base- 
ball players, Jimmy Piersall, an 
intense outfielder who once 
spent two months in a mental 
institution, and Vic Powers, a 
moody first-basernan who refuses 
to catch a ball with two hands 
are called “showboats,” a derisive 
term that implies an ego surplus 
and a talent deficit. “When the 
players vote for the All-Star 
feam, we don’t get many votes,” 
Piersall ccneeced oct mer" 
“They don’t like me because | 
tell people what I think of them 
But as long as we win, who the 
hell cares about being popular? 
I-can’t feed my eight kids with 
popularity.” 

“T think I know why they do 
not like me,” added Power, a 
native of Puerto Rico. “They get 
mad at me because I catch one- 
handed. But that is the way 1 
like to catch the ball.” 

Jimmie Dykes, who manages 
Piersall, Power, and the rest of 
the Cleveland Indians, has his 
own explanation. “Piersall, and 
Power sren’t popular among op- 
ponents because they're good 
players,” he said. “They’re popu- 
lar with me. I don’t know where 
we'd be without them.” 

With them, the Indians, ignor- 
ed in pre-season pennant selec- 
tions, led the American League 
recently, after a ten-game win- 
ning streak and/22 victories in 
26 games, an /incredibly torrid 
pace. But nothing is more in- 
credible than the emergence of 
Piersall and Power as the chiefs 
of the Indians. 

Less than a year ago, Peirsall 
seemed on the verge of his*sec- 
ond nervous collapse. With weird 
gyrations in centre field, he 
ranted against umpires, oppon- 
ents, and teammates. His actions 
threw him out of seven games 
and the Indians finally sent him 
home to rest for several days. 
His outbursts prompted one 
writer to recommend that Pier- 
gall write a sequel to his auto- 
biography, “Fear Strikes Out,” 
which told of his conquest of 
mental illness. “He could call it, 


‘“Fear Doubles to Left’,” the 


writer suggested. But this year, 
Piersall has conquered his fear 
and his temper. Despite occasion- 
al outbursts, he-has not been 
thrown out of a single game. 
“I’m still the same guy,” he in- 
sists. “I’m not calm. I'll never 
be calm. The only difference is 
I’m not getting thrown out.” 

There is another difference, 
too. Piersall, who hit .282 last 
season, is batting .367, first in 
the American League. “The hits 
have been falling in pretty 
good,” he allows. 

If Piersall deviates from the 
baseball norm with his personali- 
ty, Power does it with his play- 
ing style. He is a unique fielder, 


using only his gloved left hand 


to catch fly balls, ground balls, 
and throws. “When I try to catch 
with two hands,” he explained, 
“IT get tight. I catch with one 
hand, I stay loose.” One-handed, 
he is the finest fielder at his 
position in the majors. 

At bat, Power crouches, leans 
over the plate, and, awaiting the 
pitch, holds the bat only on his 
left hand, waving it like a golfer 
measuring a chip shot. But once 
the pitch is delivered, Power 
grabs the bat with both hands 
and, his swing perfectly con- 
trolled, lashes singles and 
doubles with startling consisten- 
cy. This year, as usual, he is bat- 
ting close to .300. 

Piersall and Power, the In- 
dian’s twin chiefs, are both con- 
tident about their team’s chances 
in 1961. “We've got a bunch of 
good guys and a helluva mana- 
ger,” Piersall said. “Gee whiz,” 
chirped Power, “I think we are 
going to make it.”

Successful Ways 


Next winter when the white 
monotony of the landscape be- 
gins to make you feel low-spirit 
ed, take out those boxes of sum- 
mer and fall-dried flowers you've 
made, and place your prettiest 
arrangements about the house. 
Your ‘garden will bloom again 
with the same gay colors of quiet 
summer days. sre 

Early spring through autumn 
is the time to start gathering the 
field and garden flowers which 


appeal to you. Work with a. 


small amount at a time so the 
task is hot tiresome, but enjoy- 


able. The secret is in gathering . 


perfect speciments at the height 
of their color peak—which is 
just before the flower bursts into 
full bloom. Flowers should be 
gathered when moisture is at a 
minimum, usually at midday, 
and the drying process started as 
goon as possible. Here are two 
methods of drying I have found 
most. successful— 

Meal and Borax Method — 
Thoroughly mix one part pow- 
dered borax with six parts of 
white corn meal, and cover the 
bottom of a carton or box with 
an inch or more of this mixture. 
A florist’s corsage box lends it- 
gelf nicely to the processing of 
ghort-stemmed flowers as the 
narrow. base requires less mix- 
ture and the flexible sides per- 
mit free use of your fingers. 
Through trial and error I found 
this is the best way to keep the 
shape and color of such flowers 
as zinnias, marigolds and Queen 
Anne's lace. 


Hold flowers face down and 
lightly fluff the mixture under. 
up and around them until they 
are barely covered. Lift out and 
put them in another carton or 
arrange on wax paper. . For a 
perfect job, place the flowers so 
they do not touch, and only one 
Jayer to the box. Let stand in a 
dry place from one to three 
weeks, depending upon the flow- 
ers used. This mixture may be 
used over again for many years. 


When gathering flowers or 
ether material for drying, place 
them in a small amount of water 
to keep fresh in transit. Be sure 
to remove, or dry thoroughly, the 
wet stem before treating. 

Method—Tie flowers 
fm loose bunches and hang, heads 
down, in a dark, dry, well-ven- 
tilated place. In three weeks or 
less they will be thoroughly dry 
and may be stored in boxes, even 
between sheets of wax paper or 
fn cellophane envelopes. Put 
them in a dark place until they 
are needed. Space is saved by 
wsing wire coat hangers from 
which several bunches may be 
suspended, To easily tie and 


hang them, wind rubber bands . 


geveral times around the stems, 
loop over the hanger and catch 
in the stem ends. In this manner, 
the bunches may be easily re- 
moved with a slight tug. 

There are many other flowers 
available for drying. You will 
not only find pleasure in seeking 
them out and experimenting for 
yourself, but will doubtless make 
gome interesting discoveries of 
your own.

“T use one of those recipes 
that says at the end, ‘Serves 
50,’” the mother of four children 
said. 


There was a chorus of laugh- 
ter, but they agreed that was 
the way to keep the family 
cookie jar full. 

“I always like to make the 
refrigerator type of cookies be- 
cause I can shape the dough into 
a roll, wrap it, and freeze it. 
Then, when I take it out of the 
freezer, I can slice it without 
thawing and bake as usual — but 
you all know that, I'm sure,” 
said another mother. 


All seemed to agree that refri- 
gerator cookies are the easiest to 
keep and to make, since most 
other doughs must be thawed or 
partially thawed before baking. 

One of the young homemakers, 
however, declared that in her 
opihion baked cookies store 
most conveniently for the busy 
cook. 

“It’s easier simply to thaw 
when a crisis occurs than it is 
to bake,” she said. 

“However, you do it — freez- 
ing the cookie dough or freezing 
the baked cookies — either me- 
thod is a great convenience in 
bringing up a family,” she de- 
clared, with a chorus of agree- 
ment.

Put onto the prescription shelf 
tér the family doctor, general 
practitioners have been given the 
tools to treat emotional stress (or 
even illness) without relying on 
a specialist, thus making them 
one of tranquilizers’ best friends. 

And third, with laboratory 
scientists turning up new varia- 
tions of basic formulas that ap- 
pear to hit only target symptoms, 
the market continues to grow. 

Schering, for example, aims 
one of its tranquilizers at heart 
ailment patients, and others at 
beef steers, chickens and tur- 
keys’ (nothing like a tranquil’ 
animal to put weight on and 
keep it on). 

Well, if tranquilizers feel good 
to man, beast and family doctor, 
you can imagine how they feel 
to the drug industry. 

Miltown, which tranquilized 

that rhesus monkey so few years, 
ago, is still on sale. So is Thora- 
zine, which turned the tide in 
mental hospitals six years ago 
for the first time in history. But 
today, both these pioneers hold 
only a part of the booming mar- 
ket; there are 30 competing tran- 
quilizers marketed under 70-odd 
names, 
. That they work is proved daily 
as discharge rates in mental hos- 
pitals continue higher than ad- 
missions. But how do. they 
work? 

In one hospital experiment 
where a ward was taken off 
tranquilizers for a while, one 
attendant reported. 

“It was just like the old days 
—bedlam.” 

To the casual observer, it was 
as good a description of tranquil- 
izers 10 years after as you could 


find: equal parts of hope and 
despair.

Grudge Killed 


Almost Eighty - 


One September evening in 1727 
a company of strolling p'ayers 
presented a pu show + Bur- 
well, a Cambridgeshire village 
about five miles from New-

tle shrieks of fear and 
agony came from the terror- 
stricken and densely packed 
erowd. Men, women and little 
ehildren pushed and fought in a 
desperate effort to get away. 

‘Their clothes and hair alight, 
showered with sparks and black- 
ened with smoke, they resembled 
a painting of a dreadful night- 
mare, 

Many collapsed, or were nurled 
to the ground, For them there 
was no hope whatsoever. They 
were trampled underfoot by the 
seething, screaming crowd, and 
died where they lay. But most 
of the others were no more for- 
tunate. They were hop-lessly 
trapped. Only a few — ® very 
few—managed to reach the open 
air. — and safety. 

The last awesome scene of the 
tragedy came when the roof 
crashed down, showering burning 
timbers and blazing thater One 
long, piercing scream which 
those who heard it never torgot 
was heard above the rvar and 
hiss of the flames. And that was 


When the fire had burned out, 
a thorough search was made for 
the victims. The searchers were 
stunned and dazed, and in 


several cases physically sick at 
what they saw. 


Separate graves for the victims 
were impossible. And so two big 
pits were dug in the churchyard, 
and the pitiable remains buried 
in these. Altogether — and this 
is recorded in the parish register 
— seventy-six people died on 
that awful night, and tw. more 
the following day from their in- 
juries. 

But how did the fire start? 
Naturally, there were exhaustive 
inquiries, and eventually a man 
named Richard Whitaker was ar- 
rested. He appeared at Cam: 
bridge Assizes in the fojlowing 
March, and was chargei with 
negligently placing a lighted lan- 
tern in close proximity to several 
bales of straw. That, saia the 
prosecution, was the cause of the 
disaster, writes R. T. Cooper in 
“Tit-Bits.” 


After a fairly lengthy trial, 
Whitaker was acquitted. But his 
ordeal was far from being over, 
Despite the verdict, many people 
still firmly believed that he was 
indeed guilty of the crime. 

Yet the jury was right. Rich- 
ard Whitaker was completely in- 
nocent of any responsibility for 
the death of those seventy-eight 


people. But. it was a good many 


years before this was proved 
beyond doubt, over half a cen- 
tury, in fact. 

Then in February, 1784, a 
poverty-stricken old man lay dy- 
ing a village not far from Bur- 
well, And despite his age and 


feebleness he was by no means” 


resigned to his approaching end. 
Instead, he seemed almost detiri- 
ous with fear, fear for which his 
conscience was responsible. 

And so the old man, a former 
ostler, unburdened himself to 
those around his bed, a fact 
which was duly reported, al- 
though briefly, in the Press. 

He confessed that. he had set 


the barn at Burwell alight—de- — 


liberately. He had done so to 
revenge himself on the owner of 
the puppet show. 

“l owed him a. grudge!” he 
said. 

The payment of that grudge 
had resulted in nearly eighty 
people suffering a frightful 
death.

Amendments to Canada Dairy 
Products Act regulations have 
been made to safeguard this 
country’s valuable export trade 
in cheddar cheese with the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. 


Effective immediately, the re- 
gulations require that 60 days 
must elapse between the time 
that cheddar cheese is first grad- 
ed in Canada and its export to 
the United Kingdom. The life 
of a cheese certificate is 60 days 
and as all cheese for export must 
be graded, the re-grading mude 
necessary by the regulations will 
help ensure a uniform high 
quality.

If there is more than a 21-day 
delay between this re-grading 
and shipment, a further examin- 
ation of the product is neces- 
sary before the product qua'ifies 
for export. 

Tightening up of cheese in- 
spection is an attempt to avoid 
deterioration of the product 
which occurred last season in 
some shipments where the inter- 
val between manufacturing, 
grading and export was much 
less than now required.

From the central highlands of 
Mexico, wild potatoes have been 
gathered and sent to Canada for 
research work in agricuiture. 
Canada Department of Agricul- 
ture scientists hope that from 
these potatoes late blight resist- 
ance can be bred into the Cana- 


dian product. 
Dr. K. M. Graham of the De- 
partment’s research station at 


Fredericton, N.B., said the im- 
ports are -being crossed with 
good commercial varieties and, 
from the crosses, seedlings are 
selected that combine good yield 
and quality with resistance to 
blight. 

In Mexico, many kinds of po- 
tatoes grow wild in the disturb- 
ed soi] of forest clearings and 
in the shelter of other plants — 
conditions favourable for blight. 
Centuries of exposure to the 
blight fungus has led to the na- 


tural selection of wild plants 
that are highly resistant to the 
disease ‘ 

The National Potato Breeding 


Program at Fredericton recently 
received a large collection of 
these wild potatoes obtained 
from an exploration of the high- 
lands. The wild tubers are very 
small and bitter

Taxicab War 


: In Old London 


Doused with champagne, 
braced by an affectionate slap 
on the rear bumper, the first of 
200 low-slung little “‘minicabs” 
darted out into London's traffic 
bedlam one day last month—and 
the “taxi war” was on. 


Bright red and plastered with 
ads, the Renault-built minicabs 
were challenging one of London’s 
most beloved institutions — the 
squarely built, uncompromising- 
ly Victorian cabs that by law 
must be able to turn in their 
own length, and, by custom, en- 
able a lady to get out without 
embarrassment and a gentleman 
to get in without knocking off 
his topper. Owned by hard- 
driving Michael Gotla of Wel- 
beck Motors, Ltd., the minicabs 
were hailed as the “working 
man’s taxis.” When three per- 
sons share one, Gotla claims, it 
is nearly as cheap to go to work 
by cab as it is by train or bus. 


The minicabs charge a flat rate- 


of 14 cents a mile with no extra 
charge for additional passengers. 
By comparison, regular London 
taxis (“maxicabs” as Gotla calls 
them) charge 24 cents to trip the 
meter flag and 17 cents a mile 
thereafter. 

The only snag about the mini- 
cabs is that a man can’t just 
step into Piccadilly and hail one 
from the curb. Because the mini- 
cabs operate under “car-hire” 
regulations, they must be sum- 
moned by telephone. But . this 
didn’t deter Londoners who made 
1,500 minicab calls the first day. 
Within a year, says Gotla, 2,000 
minicabs will be on duty in 
London. 

The main opposition to the 
minicab invasion came, inevita- 
bly, from the regular cabbies. 
They jeered at their new compe- 
tition and maneuvered to box 
them in at busy crossroads, But 
these were only minor incidents 
and did not detract from what 
Gotla called a “glorious debut.” 
Even the London Times (whose 
readers would find it hard to 
open their august newspapper in 
a minicab) editorialized: “If 
(this) rivalry ... leads to more 
thought for the people who keep 
the meters delang. a welcome 
change will have been brought 
about.”

We imagine we hear 

some of them friends of Jesus, 
say.

We just wish all those 
Publicans who have sold them- 
selves into the employ of the 
foreign power that rules over 
us, would leave their jobs. Why 
should our money go to Rome?

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Brigham Young's Wife | 


_ Who Flew The Coop. 


Nobody knows how many 
wives Brigham Young, the Mor- 
mon “Lion of the Lord,” actu- 
ally took to his bosom, What- 
ever the number, Ann Eliza 
Webb — who author Irving Wal- 
lace believes was the 27th and 
last — was one too many. Alone 
of the Prophet's numerous har- 
em, Ann Eliza soured on Celes- 
tial Marriage (polygamy), flew 
the coop, and sued for divorce. 
Out of her extraordinary story 
Wallace has built a biography, 
“The Twenty-Seventh Wife,” 
fascinating enough to wipe out 
the memory that his last consi- 
deration of sex on a large scale’ 
was the. tawdry best-selling no- 
vel, “ Chapman Report.” 


Ann Eliza, child of Mormon 
“Saints” in good standing, trek- 
ked West in the exodus to Salt 
Lake’ at the age of 2. Growing 
up under the Prophet's eye, she 
first detected a gleam in it when 
she was 17, Young lodged her as 
guest in the Lion House — his 
populous seraglio — -but did not 
snare her into Celestial Marriage 
until she had wed and divorced 
a young plasterer who mistreat- 
ed her. Ann Eliza later insisted 
that she thought Young a “hate- 
ful old thing’ and married him 
only to save a brother whom he 
threatened to ruin. When -he 
became wife No. 27, Ann Eliza 
was 24: the Prophet was 68 


Ann ‘Eliza put up with it for 
four years. Eventually, she. ac- 
quired gentile (non-Mormon) 
allies when she opened her cot- 
tage to boarders. With their 
help, she fled the Prophet's bed 
and board to lodge in a gentile 
hotel. Here, she went to bed at 
night expecting to be murdered 
by Mormon avengers and awoke 
one morning to find that her 
apostasy had made her a coast- 
to-coast celebrity.

What Would Happen 
if A Bamb Went Off? 


At tirst it was merely a sense 
of annoyance that swept the city 
when everything stopped work- 
ing. Then annoyance deepened 
to outrage. And finally, it was 
a sense of utter helplessness 
that gripped hundreds of thou- 
sands of New Yorkers — and a 
realization of how fearfully de- 
pendent the inhabitants of a 
great city have come to be on 
electrical power. In the tall 
buildings, there they were, thou- 
sands and thousands of them, 
without elevators. Darkness 
came on, and they were with- 
out lights. It had been the hot- 
test day in nearly two years 
(96 degrees) and suddenly they 
were without air, conditioning. 
And for four hours and 22 min- 


utes there was precious little 
that most of them could do 
about it. 


The power failure that crip- 
pled . New " York last month 
brought chaos to a 5-square-mile 
area of Midtown Manhattan in 
which 400,000 people live and at 
least that many work. It couldn’t 
have happened at a worse time 
— at 5:05 in the afternoon, at 
the peak of the rush hour. Thou- 
sands just leaving their offices 
found themselves standing in 
pitch-dark lobbies high in sky- 
scrapers; with endless dark 
Stairs as their only way out. 
Thousands of others were 
stranded deep in tunnels on 
stalled subway trains. 


Probably the luckiest — none 
too justly — were those who 
had already stopped off in their 
favourite bars for a couple of 
quick ones before starting hume. 
In most places candles were 
quickly lit and cash regiscers 
jingled as the customers gradu- 
ally got the idea that they had 
a wonderful excuse for staying 
right there. People in . rooms 
with natural light found that 
there is a basic urge that guides 
your action when you find that 
the power is off. You go w a 
window and look out — to fifid 
someone across the street look- 
ing out at you. 

But for the great majority, it 
was anything but a joke. They 
stumbled and groped down the 
skyscraper stairs. It took two 
hours for 3,000 people to clear 
out of the new 4l-story First 
National City Bank Building. 
Even worse off were those 
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ee

caught in elevators. The Fire 
Department answered some 75 
calls to rescue scores of trap 
ped victims. 

It was just as bad in the tun- 
nels of the Independent subway 
system, which carries about a 
third of the 800,000 rush-hour 
passengers. About 4,000 riders 
were trapped in trains under 
the East River, between their 
jobs in Manhattan and their 
homes in Queens, for a long, 
long three hours. Women faint- 
ed, men took off their shirts, 
others ripped advertising signs 
down and used them as fans 
against the steamy heat. 


Somehow the city’s institutions 
managed to carry on. Hospitals 
used bucket brigades to feed 
their patients 6n uppér floors 
and kept iron lungs in operation 
with diesel power. 


The New York Times, the only 
newspaper affected, got its copy 
written by candlelight, then sent 
it. by platoons of messengers to 
the downtown plant of The 
World-Telegram and The Sun to 
be printed on the latter’s presses. 


At 9:27 the power came back. 
The city, blinking a bit, return- 
ed to normal.

Sqme 70,000 Jehovah's witness- 
es, mos* of them toting Bibles, 
gathered in New York last month 
for meetings at Yankee Stadium 
and “field service’ — ringing 
doorbells and proselyting. In an 
article timed to meet this on- 
slaught, the Jesuit weekly Amer- 
ica warned its Roman Catholic 
readers that since the witnesses 
generally “know more about the 
Bible than most Catholics . . 
it would be well to advise un- 
prepared Catholics to avoid 
them, for they will accomplish 
little and may endanger their 
own faith.” 

Appraised of the warning, the 
chief of the witnesses, Nathan 
H. Knorr of Brooklyn, had this 
reply: “If (the Catholics) had the 
truth and...

No one book, of course, could 
completely cover the Stengel 
lifetime on the diamonds of the 
majors and minors. There is too 
much ,to tell; too much per- 
haps, that could never be told. 
But Felkner, with his typewriter 
and selection of photographs, 
has come up with an effort that 
seems to have touched all of the 
high spots without going into 
lengthy, extended detail.

kee Stadium. 

The written pages are. gener- 
ously coloured with Stengel 
words and phrases, an odd, con- 
fusing collection that became 
known as “Stengelese,” and con- 
founded some of the best educat- 
ed men in the press rows of 
the major leagues, writes Ru- 
mill in the Christian Science, 
Monitor. 

If Stengel confused the critits 
who flocked around him wher- 
ever he worked, he confused the 
opposition even more, Oui-man- 
euvering Casey was a stunt, es- 
pecially during his Yankee days, 
when first rate ballplayers were 
always plentiful, and he could 
jockey them in and out of the 
lineup as the innings rolled 
along.

1956 World Series victory over 
the Brooklyn Dodgers, he was 
‘caught in his hotel room, fig- 
uring line-ups and moves that 
he could use the next sprig.

® Five boxes of detergent all 
the same size but put out by dif- 
ferent companies, all varying in 
price and in. content from 1 
pound 4 ounces, 1 pound 1% 
ounces, 1 pound 5% ounces, and 
15 ounces plus a wash cloth. 

This investigation into the 
maze of packaging ‘and labeling: 
reflects the increased sensitivity 
on the part of Congress, as well 
as the administration, to con- 
sumer interests, writes Josephine 
Ripley in the Christian Science

A little more than three years 
ago, a pair of bumptious Cana- 
dian comedians descended on the 
U.S., drenched in the ballyhoo of 
a twenty-show contract with Ed 
Sullivan and sounding almost too 
bad to be true. Described as the 
most chucklesome twosome on 
the whole Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corp. network, the. pair spe- 
cialized in literary buffoonery 
and brought with them a bagful 
of sketches, which they them- 
selves had written, taking off 
everything from “Julius Caesar” 
to “The Scarlet Pimpernel.” It 
all promised to be, as they say 
in sporting circles, a boat race. 

Instead, their unlikely intel- 
lectual burlesque, which filled the 
air with iambic pentameter one 
minute and custard pie the next, 
turned out to be both funny and 
fresh. Shakespearean baseball 
players=screamed at the umpire 
that “So fair a foul I have not 
seen,” and a couple of characters 
in togas got off the only Latin- 
root joke in the history of tele- 
vision:.

Wild Life Thriyes | 
in Spite Cf Man . 


To give man credit where 
precious little is due, it should 
be pointed out here that certain 
creatures, almost in spite of aim, 
thrive with the advance of civili- 
zation. The city species—largely 
hard-bitten Old World sophisti- 
cates such as the house sparrow, 
starling, pigeon, Norway rat, and 
the redoubtable house mouse, 
Mus musculus — accompan:ed 
the white man to the New 
World and require no descrip- 
tion, but certain native species 
also fare very well. 

The majority of these are 
songbirds — the orioles are a 
cheerful example — of which 
the preferred habitat is wood

jJand, rather than that unbroken 
wilderness forest which once, it 
is said, would have enabled an 
ambitious gray squirrel to tra- 
vel from the Atlantic to the Mis- 
sissippi without setting paw to 
ground. The gray squirrel, like 
the deer, skunk, raccoon, red 
fox, and-cottontail rabbit, none- 
theless prospers at the edges of 
civilization, and where not un- 
duly persecuted, these species 
have increased. 

The fall.of this forest, in the 
East, was extensive and very 
rapid, for what could not be put 
to use was easily exported, and 
farm clearing was indiscriminate 
and wasteful. The dense sy'va 
of .varied hardwoods furnished 
the implements of survival — 
gun stocks of black walnut, boat

and oars of the white ash. But 
the finest tree was an evergreen, 
the great white pine, which, two 
hundred feet and higher, soared

palachians as far as the Caro- 
linas; the white pine was thé 
light, strong stuff of houses, of 
boat planking and ship masts, 
and, in company with fish and 
fur, was the leading resource of 
the colonies. 
In«one short century of set- 
tlement, this wilderness was 
broken. William Penn was an 
early defender of the trees, and 
parts of Pennsylvania, not long 
after his death, already suffered 
the long-lived effects of ruthless 
cutting — erosion, flood, parch- 
ed summers, and poor crops. 
The clearing, indeed, was fever- 
ish, for the settlers dreaded the 
dark monotone of trees... the 
wind-borne, whispered reminder 
of a wilderness unconduered. 
For every tree that was put to 
use, countless others knew only 
the manic ring of axes, and, 
prostrated in their prime, were 
left to rot in the tangles of

A Frenchman Who 
Saved London! 


~ At the end of 1943, Hitler 


cherished a scheme for peppering 
England every month with 5,000 
vergeltungswaffen — fearsome 
new flying bombs which might 
have changed the course of the 
war, But fate schemed ditferent- 
ly Before these killers — later 
known as V-1's —-could get off 


the ground, the British got wind/ 


of them, sent the Royal Air 
Force over the launching sites in 
Occupied France, and bombed 
the installations out of cummis- 
sion. Eventually the V*l’s were 
hurled against England from 
other sites, but this was so late 
in the war that they failed of 
their full effect. Whoever tipped 
off the British to the original 
plan probably was the savior of 
London. 


The man to thank, according 
to “The Man Who Saved London” 
by George Martell, is Michel Hol- 
lard, a fortyish Frenchman who 
declined to be conquered with 
his country. Under cover of his 
job as salesman for a charcoal- 
burning automobile engine, Hol- 
lard assigned himself the role of 
master spy and organized his own 
far-flung espionage network in 
France to feed information to the 
Allies. Ninety-four times, he 
crossed the French-Swiss border 
on foot, once even managing to 
escort safely a member of his 
underground who h broken 
his back in three places leaping 
from a German prison. — 


When Hollard’s fantastic luck 
ran out and his own turn for 
capture arrived, the Germans 
treated him to the baignoire — a 
combination beating and half- 
drowning in a bathtub — packed 
him off to an extermination 
camp, and finally imprisoned 
hym in the hold of a merchant 
ship which they planned to 
scuttlé at the approach of the 
invading Allies. He somehow 
managed to survive all this and 
now wears the Distinguished 
Service Order, Britain's highest 
decoration for a foreigner. If he 
had hia rights, Lt. Gen. Sir Brian 
Horrocks suggests in an intro- 
duction to the book, London 
would put up a statue to him.

Sensible Plan To 


In Illinois, as in many other 
northern American industrial 
states, the ranks of the unem- 
ployed are made up mostly of 
unskilled laborers. These are 
men who arrived late (often 
from the rural South), got jobs 
at the bottom, and were the first 
to be laid off during recession 
times. 

Meanwhile, ironically, many 
businesses with no more room at 
the bottom are actively seeking 
workers to fill job vacancies on 
the next layer upward. 

To settle this imbalance, the 

inois Governor’s Committee on 

nemployment has begun ex- 
ploring a very sensible and 
promising solution. This group, 
made up of business leaders and 
educatora working with govern- 
ment agencies and labor, _pro- 
poses to retain the more apt un- 
skilled workers who are. still 
employed so they can move up 
into the vacant positions. This 
upward movement would then 
leave openings to be filled by the 
present unskilled unmeployed in 
the state. 

The committee found, for in- | 
stance, that local restaurant | 
chains

have been hiring em- 
ployeea from as far away as Ire- | 
land to fill second layer jobs, 
when, with help from adult edu- 
eation centers and the firms con- 
eerned, the more alert busboys, | 
sweepers, etc., could have been | 
trained for the jobs. - 

This proposed system of re- 
training to make room at the 
bottom should be applicable in 
ya other areas of heavy un- 
employment.

Fresh air is constantly pumped 
into the tunnel to the men but 
even so “sweat-pours off us like 
a waterfall — it’s hell itself in 
there,” said one. 


After finishing their shift the 
men have to take lukewarm 
showers to cool off and then put 
on thick woolly clothing before 
emerging into open air again— 
so marked is the difference in 
temperatures. 


But beneath their hard-bitten 
appearance and continual air of 
discontent, all the miners share 
one ambition — to finish the tun- 
nel that is blighting their lives 
at the moment. To them it pre- 
sents a challenge, as it has from 
the day the first explosives cre- 
ated a small dent in the side of 
the mountain. 


Unable to calculate the tun- 
nel’s route by orthodox survey- 
ing methods, the engineers have 
had to take their bearings from 
conspicuous peaks. 


Their estimations have been 
so good that when the two teams 
eventually blast open the thin 
shell ‘of rock that finally se- 
parates them, the tunnel will 
be no more than two 
out of true, 


Only the people of Chamonix 
view the tunnel with misgivings. 
They fear that the money from 
winter sports enthusiasts will 
find a fresh outlet in Italy when 
that country is only minutes 
away. 


Up to 380,000 vehicles a year 
are expected to use the tunnel, 
the French exit of which 
emerges several miles away from 
Chamonix. Not without cause,

And then Foxx 
swung and missed. 
It was drama, but Hubbell 


was just beginning. 

In the second inning, Simmons 
and Joe Cronin were the first 
two hitters.

But the great Giants’ south- 
paw was the master. He struck 
out Simmons with the screwball; 
he added Cronin. Bill Dickey in- 
terrupted the parade for the 
moment, hitting a single.

The five men Hubbell fanned 
in succession had these lifetime 
batting averages in major com- 
pany: Ruth .342, Gehrig .340,

All-Star hurler, had risen to the 
occasion.

A BASIC SEAFOOD SALAD 

Here’s a salad tip worth re- 
membering. 
celery combines well with most 
cooked or canned seafoods and is 
an excellent extender.

1 pound or 2 cups of cooked fish 
or shellfish broken into chunks, 
1 tablespoon lemon juice, 1 cup 
diced celery, and % cup mayon- 
naise.

A. lobster salad is at its lusci- 
ous best made with lobster meat 
alone. However, the addition of 
celery makes a more economical 
dish and one which is still ex- 
cellent. Allow one-half cup of 
lobster meat for each serving, or 
a little less if adding celery 
When purchasing lobster in the 
shell, you can count cn a 2-pound 
lobster giving about 1 cup of 
meat. The following easy direc- 
tions for preparing a lobster 
salad have been supplied by the 
home economists of Canada’s 
Department of Fisheries.

Our Own Stratford 
Tops Them All! 


_The three big Shakespeare fes- 

tivals were going full blast last 
month in the three Stratfords, 
and the summertime Bard busi- 
ness never looked better. At 
Stratford-on-Avon in England, 
oldest in years and _ tradition, 
Christopher Plummer was filling 
the massive theater as Richard 
HI and as Benedick in “Much 
Ado About Nothing.” At Strat- 
ford (on-the-Housatonic), Conn., 
the seven-year-old American 
Shakespeare company was hay- 
ing one of its most successful 
seasons despite mixed reviews. 
But the most exciting Shakes- 
peare of all could be found, as 
usual, in the little Canadian vil- 
lage of Stratford, Ont. 

Looking out over its own swan- 
inhabited Avon River, Canada’s 
theater specializes in the sort of 
straightforward, hard - driving, 
uncluttered Shakespeare that 
was the trademark of its bril- 
liant first director and co-found- 
er, Tyrone Guthrie. A volcanic, 
towering, peregrinating Irishman 
with a flair for robust and gaudy 
effects, Guthrie helped design 
the circular, gabled Canadian 
playhouse ten years ago, and 
guided the festival's early strug- 
gles. He is now under contract 
to build a permanent repertory 


theater in‘ Minneapolis. But Gu- 
thrie’s starnap is still very much 
in evidence in this summer's 


vigorous productions of “Cori- 
olanus,” “Love's Labour's Lost,” 
and “Henry VIII.” 

The Canadian festival has usu- 
silly been bolstered by rounding 
up such guest stars as - Alec 
Guinness, Julie Harris, and 
Christopher Plummer. This year 
directior Michael Langham’s star 
is Pau! Scofield, one of England's 
most brilliant young actors. , 

A lean and handsome 39-year- 
old, Scofield looks a little like 
Sir Laurence Olivier, and has 


been nalead Dy ine Lonaon Vor 
cefver’s influential critic, Ken- 
neth Tynan, as “Sir Laurence 
Olivier’s natural heir.” Scofield, 
who will make his Broadway de- 
but this fall in his London hit, 
“A Man for All Seasons,” is an 
actor of enormous versatility. His 
range extends from a magnifi- 
cent Hamlet (“No living actor is 
better equipped for Hamiet,” 
says Tynan) to the raffish Soho 
heel in the West End musica! 
“Expresso Bongo.” 

In Ontario this summer, two of 
the productions give Scofield full 
cpportunity to demonstrate his 
virtuoso range. Within a few 
days, he matches the arrogance 
and cold contempt of his aristo- 
cratic consul in a driving “Cori- 
olanus” with the mincing, eddied, 
mock elegance of his comic Don 
Adriano in a delightfully puck- 
ish production of “Love's La- 
bour’s Lost.’* 

The star of what promises tc 
be the Canadian festival’s most 
successful. season lives with his 
wife and 9-year-old daughter in

Has Been Tamed ! 


When Sandy Koufax, a (ll, 
powerful left-handed pitcher, 
broke in with the Brooklyn 
Dodgers six years ago, his speed 
and wildness frustrated hitters— 
his own hitters. “Taking batting 
practice against Sandy,” sald one 
Dodger, “is like playing Russian 
roulette with five bullets. You

Opposing hitters had a much 
better chance. Armed with the 
knowledge that Koufax threw 
only two pitches —a curve ball 
that never came.across the plate 
and a fast ball that rately did— 
they ignored the curve and 
waited for a good fast ball. The 
result: In six seasons, Koufax 
won merely 36 games and walk- 
ed five men per nine-inning 
game. 

This season, Sandy Koutax, 
25, the wild man of the Los An- 
geles Dodgers, has suddenly dis- 
covered control. “I used to try 
to throw each pitch harder than 
ihe previous one,” he ‘said last 
month, “There was no need for 
it. I've found out that if I tuke 
it easy and throw naturally, the 
ball goes just as fast.” The re- 
sult: In less than half a season, 
Koufax had won ten games (tops 
in the National League) and 
walked only three men per 
rine-inning game. 

“Sandy’s shortened his stride 
on his. front foot,” Joe Becker, 
the Dodger pitching coach, ex- 
plained recently. “That helps his 
control. Batters used to’ ‘read’ 
his pitches. He showed the ball 
when he brought it up. Now he 
hides it. He used to get too 
upset. He’d hurry. I told him: 
‘Nothing can start until you get 
damn good and ready to pitch. 
Whatever you do, don’t rush.’” 


To avoid rushing, various pit- 
chers employ various devices. 
Pedro Ramos picks up the rosin 
bag often, Bob Turley takes a 
deep breath, and Lew Burdette 
talks to himself. To avoid rush- 
ing, Koufax picks up the rosin 
bag often, takes a deep bresth, 
and talks to himself. “What's 
different this year?” Koufax said 
recently, “Control. Not just of 
the ball—of myself, too.” 


With new control, Koufax has 
struck out. 128 men in 119 inn- 
ings this year. He is a distinct 
threat to one of the National 
League’s most durable records: 
267 strike-ouls in a season, set 
by Christy Mathewson. 58 years 
ago. What's more, Koufax, with 
811 strike-outs in 811 innings 
over seven 
claim an average of one strike- 
out an inning through his entire 
career. No other pitcher in the 
history of baseball can make 
such a claim.

That Downing Built 


Of all the haseards thit have 
beset the path of the Prime 
Ministers in Great Britain, it 
would appear that the most peril- 
ous has been the necessity of 
inhabiting No. 10 Downing St. 
Revered by the populace as the 


very temple of British Democ- 
racy, it has been less enthusias- 
tically assessed by the un- 
fortunates who have had to live 
there. It has even been suggested 
that the function of the eterna! 
policeman by the door there was. 
not, as is commonly supposed, to 
keep intruders out, but co pre- 
vent the reluctant resident« from 
escaping. 


The rooms at No. 10 hive al- 
ways been draughty, the founda- 
tions uncertain and the plumbing 
unmentionable. Indeed the whole 
house seems to have been design- 
ed as a battle course to test the 
moral calibre of each successive 
Head of Government. Some have 
cracked under the strain: others 
have refused to pit themselves 
against such unequal odius and 
have elected to live elsewhere. 
Only Sir Robert Walpole profess- 
ed to love it: ‘I am writing to 
you in one of the charming rooms 
towards the Park’, he informed a 
correspondent, ‘It is a delightful 
room, and I am enjoying this 
sweet corner while I may .. .’ 
We can only assume that the 
foundations had not yet begun to 
subside. 


‘It was through Sir Robert Wal- 

pole that No. 10 achieved its 
fame, for it was he who accepted 
it from George II, with the 
stipulation that the house should 
be conveyed in perpetuity, not to 
future Prime Ministers (the of- 
fice had no defined place in 
Constitutional Law at the time) 
but to future First Lords of the 
Treasury. 


That was in 1735. Thirty-one 
years later we learn that ‘the old 
part of the House was much de- 
eayed, the Floors and Chimneys 
much sunk from a level’ and, in 
1783, we find the Morning Herald 
saying rude things about ‘the 
Great Repair’ which cost £11,000 
~~ a lot of money in those days. 
The first person to benef't from 
this expensive overhaul was Wil- 
liam Pitt the Younger. He resided 
there twice; first very briefly as 

ancellor of the Exchequer and 

en, from December 1783 on- 
wards, he returned not only as 
Chancellor but as First Lord of 
the Treasury as well, for a period 
lasting over seventeen years. 


Whether Pitt stayed this un- 
usual length of time because he 
actually liked No. 10 or whether 
his trades people opposed his de- 
parture until he paid his bills is 
a delicate point. Certainly dur- 
ing his period of residence 
Downing Street witnessed gomes- 
tie expenditure on a very lavish 
acale. ‘Debts accumulated,’ says 
one chronicler, ‘and it was com- 
monly asserted that the Col- 
lectors of the Taxes foun: more 
difficulty in levying them from 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer

Pitt’s successors did not dis- 
piay the same staying powers. A 
few years later we find Lord = 
Portland arriving on the scene, 
flushed and enthusiastic as First 
Lord of the Treasury: 

‘Yesterday’ (reported the Morn- 
ing Chronicle of July 21s1,. 1807) 
‘the family of the Duke of Port- 
larid’ took possession of the offi- 
cial house in Downing Street.’ 

— and on August 27th, less 
than five weeks later — 

‘His Grace's family will remove 


from the House in Downing 
Street . . . back to Burlington 
House, Piccadilly, on Tvesday 
next.’ 


Among other distinguished vic- 
tims of No. 10 may be ccunted 
the Duke of Wellington, who, as 
First Lord of the Treasury stuck 
it out there with soldierly deter- 
Ynination while Apsley House 
was being overhauled — and not 
a moment longer; Ear! Grey, 
who rapidly fled to more com- 
fortable quarters in East Sheen 
‘until it shall be more fit for his 
reception’; Disraeli, who sur- 
vived the experience for three 
years, and then beat a strategic 
retreat to No. 2 Whitehall Gar- 
dens without offering any ex- 
cuse at all; and Lord Rosebery 
who decided to compromise by 
having a bedroom set. aside for 
him there as a sort of gesture 
~ and then continued to live at 
Berkeley Square. 

The fact of the matter is that 
No. 10 never really had a chance. 
In the first place it was built 
on waterlogged ground, and in 
the second place it was bvilt by 
Sir George Downing, from whom 
the street ‘takes its name. 

Sir George was an intriguing 
gbaracter, a kind of North Euro- 
pean Machiavelli whose disarm- 
ing air of piety deceived every- 
one; even (which is saying some- 
thing) his mother. He wormed 
his way into the confidence of 
Oliver Cromwell and, as Ambas- 
sador to Holland, he spied on 
the exiled Charles II (for which 
he was paid something like £40 
a day on the basis of our present 
aluation) while at the same 
thme he obligingly supplied the 
King with confidential informa- 
tion\ about the affairs of the 
Commonwealth. At the Restora- 
tion, he was knighted for this 
loyal service and later given the 
lend on which Downing Street 
now stands. He built there as a 
speculation — which explains a 
great deal-—-From “600” Maga- 
zine,

A Russian view of an Ameri- 
can farm has roused -consider- 
able interest and the particular 
farmer whose methods were-de- 
scribed is not entirely happy 
about the whole thing.

Garst, an old acquaintance of 


Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev, 
is being described in the Soviet 
press as a man who doesn’t pay 
his. hired hands very much. 


And some of his political ideas 


were called “somewhat naive.” 


This portrait of Mr. Garst was 
written for the official news- 
paper Rural Life by A. Roma- 
nov, one of the Soviet journalists 
who recently toured the United 
States at the invitation of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. After a visit to the Garst 
farm, Mr. Romanov wrote: 


“On his 5,000 acres of land he 
employs 20 men, who know well 
how to handle farm machinery 
and are real masters in their 
trade. 

“He does not pay them much: 
$1.10 an hour on weekdays and 
$1.70 on Saturdays. In this re- 
spect he acts like a man who 
knows well the value of money, 
and takes. good care to have ev- 
ery dollar bring him a clear pro- 
fit or two. 

“Besides, a high price is not 
set in the United States on the 
labor of those who produce 
wealth for others.” 

* a * 

Mr. Romanov’ approvingly 
noted that Mr. Garst called the 
arms race a “world craze,” bul 
the writer added: “Some of his 
views as, for example, the idea 
of dividing the world into li- 
terate and illiterate, range some- 
what naive.” 

And when it came to explain- 
ing why a corn farmer has a 
swimming pool on his farm, Mr. 
Romanov did it by quoting Mr. 
Garst to this effect: 

“Do you think I have a swim- 
ming pool in my garden because’ 
I am a capitalist? I have this 
pool because I feed the corn cobs 
to the cattle and do not thrown 
them away or burn them like 
others do.” 

Describing the inside of Mr.

“On our way,” wrote Mr. Ro- 
manov, “we passed empty little 
farm homes with broken window 
panes and doors swinging in the 
wind. The homes had been aban- 
doned by their owners. We won- 
dered: Where were those farm- 
ers now whom the land no long- 
er feeds? Some may have turned 
into homeless tramps, others, if 
lucky, got jobs in town... .”

In Coon Rapids, Mr. Garst 
called Mr. Romanov a “three- 


hour expert.” 


He recalled that Mr. Romanov 
visited the farm with a group of 
other people last May 14. 


“He stayed about three hours,” 
said Mr. Garst, “then went home 
and wrote an article about our 
farming operations. That would 
be like me going to the Soviet 
Union, staying three hours, and 
writing all about Russians—full 
of inaccuracies.” 


He said the Soviet newsman 
stopped at the farm on a Sun- 
day during corn-planting time. 

“We had been rained out for 
a week before and decided to 
work that day,” Mr. Garst said. 
“Most of the employees he saw 
were day laborers which we use 
occasionally throughout the year 
Most of our employees are per- 
manent, year-round men living 
in nearby farm homes.”

We frequently read of “in- 
stances of suspended animation 
where someone is thought to be 
dead but, to the surprise of those 
about, revives again. This was 


not the case here. Luke, the 
writer, was a physician. He says 
concerning Dorcas, “And it came 
tu pass in those days, that she 
was sick, and died: whom when 
they had washed, they laid her 
in an upper chamber.” He men- 
tons the cause of her death, the 
fact of her death, and the pre- 
paration of the body for burial. 
He leaves no room for skeptic- 
ism. Moreover, he wrote by the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit. 

The sending for Peter may 
have been more a gesture of 
friendship than an exercise of 
faith. Peter was near at hand. 
Just prior to this, he had been 
instrumental in God's hands of 
raising Aeneas from his bed 
where he had lain sick of the 
palsy for eight years. Thece may 
have been some hope on the 
part of the friends but w* doubt 
that there was real faith. For 
Peter put them all forth from 
the room before he prayed. No 
one remained to share with him 
in the prayer of faith. When the 
maiden had arisen he called the 
saints and widows and present- 
ed her alive.
